E.xtract  of  a letter  from  a gentleman  in  Utica 
on  a tour  to  the  west,  d«tecl  15th  May,  1818. ' 

“ My  first  attention  has  been  tlircctccl 
to  the  prepress  of  the  great  Western 
Canal,  and  I find  it  in  the  most  prosper- 
ous tndn.  The  experience  of  the  last 
year  has  demonstrated  its  practicability, 
and  its  facility,  rapidity  and  cheapness 
of  execution.  The  measures  of  the  com- 
missionei'^artyadopted  with  deliberation 
and  cxecifted  with  cnej-gy.  Next  vear 
•will  witness  the  completion  of  90  miles 
of  the  western,  and  22  of  the  northern 
canal,  and  this  will  be  effected  with 
scarcely  an  apparent  effort.  The  great 
eastern  'and  western  sections  will  un- 
doubtedly be  completed ; and  before  the 
laps-  of  ten  years  the  civilized  world  will 
be  astonished  at  the  completion  of  the 
most  stupendous  improvement  which 
has  ever  been  undertaken — and  this  will 
be  accomplished  by  the  wisdom,  the  pa- 
triotism and  the  power  of  a million  and 
a half  of  free  people.

cases  of  fire.  They  denominate  it  a SUP- 
PrV  PUMP,  ’i'he  object  is  to  avoid 
tlv;  <vaste  of  water  which  usually  takes 
p.hire  at  fires,  and  the  consequent  inabili- 
ty of  engines,  however  favourably  situat-  | 
cd,  to  check  the  conflagration.  The 
contrivance  is  very  simple,  and  therefore! 
the  more  meritorious.  I'o  a wooden  rodl 
or  bar  Is  attached  a piece  of  canvass,  | 
wiuefi  being  laifi  across  a gutter  in  the 
s'v  . t wfiere  the  water  is  running,  forms 
a dam.  In  the  little  pond  thus  pro- 
d"f'd  is  placed  a small,  portable,  forc- 
ing pump,  which  may  he  wrought  by 
one  or  two  men.  To  this  is  attached  a 
leather  hose,  through  wl.ich  the  water  is 
co’.iveycd  to  the  fire  engine.  By  this! 
mer.ns  thetvastc  water,  instead  of  passingj 
off  . i being  lost,  may  be  returned  and 
rc-used  as  often  as  necessary.  The  re- 
turn pump  is  so  constructed,  by  means  of! 
a heniisphcrical  bulb  at  the  bottom,  that] 
it  will  not  take  up  sand  or  other  ponder-1 
ous substances,  wliicTi  would  be  injurious! 
to  tiic  engine,  and  a screen  or  seive  made! 
of  wire  intercepts  chips,  shavings,  or  o- 
th';r  light  substances  by  which  its  opera- 
tions might  he  obstructed. — We  respect  j 
fuily  invite  the  attention  of  our  fcllow-1 
citizens  to  this  invention,  which  we  think 
will  prove  to  be  of  important  utility, es-* 
pecially  in  cases  of  a deficiency  of  water* 
for  the  exting  .it.atnent  of  fives,  coherin'

“ Public  interest  in  this  country,  seems 
at  present  almost  exclusively  occupied 
by  the  expedition  to  the  Ngrji  pglc,  and 


the  probabiilty  of  i caching  t’.iat  point,  j 
There  is  an  article  in  the  last  number  of 
the  Quarterly  Review  which  has  many 
mistakes ; and  one  expected  in  the  next 
number  of  the  Edinburgh  Reviev/,  from 
the  pen  of  Professor  Playfair,  which  will 
give  every  information  on  the  subject; 
but  as  you  may  not  see  cither  of  these  for 
some  time,  it  may  gratify  your  curiosity 
to  have  some  particulars  concerning  it. 

The  fact  is  well  ascertained  that  there 
has  been  a great  destruction  of  ice  in  the 
northern  regions  within  these  few  years 
— The  unusual  quantity  oft’  the  Bank  of 
Newloundland,  especially  last  summer, 
was  one  evidence  of  this — The  last  sea- 
son several  Greenland  Whalers  went  as 
far  north  as  aliout  80;  towards  the  north 
they  could  perceive  only  an  open  sea  and 
no  trace  of  ice,  which  could  have  been 
discovered  at  a great  distance,  by  an  ap- 
pearance called  ice  blink,  which  is  a dim 
light  in  the  atmosphere  over  ay  island  of 
ice.  One  of  these  attained  the  latitude 
of  81  14,  which  is  only  hundred 
and  ten  miles  from  the  Pole  itself. 

The  objects  to  be  accomplished  by 
this  expedition  are,  1st,  To  di'icover 
whether  there  rnay  not  be  a shorter  path 
to  China  and  India  over  the  pole,  than 
by  the  present  circuitous  route.  'I'his 
is  probably  the  princi|>al  inducement  to 
government.  Another  is  the  increase  of 
geographical  knowledge,  and  the  great 
assistance  which  will  he  given  to  the  re- 
solution of  several  astronomical  prob- 
lems, by  experiments  with  the  pendu- 
lum, and  others  at  the  pole.  third 
object  is,  to  ascertain  the  fate  of  a Dan- 
ish colony  which  existed  about  two  hun- 
dred years  ago,  on  the  northern  part  of 
the  cast  coast  of  Greenland,  but  which, 
from  the  immense  accumulation  of  ice 
on  the  adjoining  seas,  has  not  been  heard 
of  since. 

The  difficulties  to  be  overcome,  may 
he  expected  to  be  very  great.  Besides 
those  which  are  probable,  tliere-are  sev- 
eral certain;  such  as  finding  the  way.  See. 
Were  the  compass  to  point  to  the  pole 
constantly,  it  would  Le  easy ; hut  as  the 
expedition  must  pass  near  where  the 
magnetic  /lole  probably  is,  i.  c.  the  nortli- 
cni  part  of  Baffin’s  Bay,  the  compass 
will  almost  certainly  differ  very  much 
in  its  variation,  in  a short  time  ; and  of 
course  no  depcndance  can  be  placed  on 
it.  There  will  he  no  rising  and  setting 
of  the  sun  to  determine  Uic  cast  and 
west:  to  ascertain  the  course,  therefore, 
will  he  a problem  to  be  resolved  in  a new 
manner.  It  can  only  he  done  by  having 
a correct  chronometer.  Suppose  this 
to  be  regulated  by  the  lime  of  Green- 
wich; and  the  mariner  to  keep  on  the  me- 
ridian of  the  same  place  ; it  is  plain  that 
when  the  clock  shews  1 2 at  noon,  the  sun 
will  be  directly  south.  Should  he  reach 
the  pole,  the  same  difficulty  will  arise  in 
finding  his  way  to  return.  Every  object, 
on  which  ever  hand  it  lies,  will*  then  he 
south  from  him : and  it  i.s  only  by  the 
chronometer  that  he  can  determine  the 
meridian  on  which  to  return  home,”

Tlic  IcUcr  from  JLienos  Ayres,  re- 
ceived  in  Lexington,  which  we  have  the 
pleasure  of  copying  to-day,  affords  us 
much  more  satisfactory  information,  than 
w e have  yet  had  from  any  quarter,  of  the 
state  of  JUicHos  .\yres,  as  it  appears  to 
the  view  of  a stranger,  who  has  been  hut 
a sliort  time  resident,  and  must  depend 
on  the  representations  of  those  with 
•whom  he  associates  for  much  of  his  in- 
formation. If  the  writer  had  not  assur- 
ed his  correspondent  that  he  was  enthu- 
siastic, there  is,  in  his  train  of  thinking, 
and  method  of  uttering  Ids  impressions, 
sufficient  evidence  of  the  fact,  and  c- 
noiigh  to  Identify  the  writer,  whose  cha- 
racter places  him  above  all  suspicion  of 
misrepresentation  or  interested  motives. 
After  every  deduction  for  his  lively  en- 
thusiasm, and  his  ardent  prepossessions, 
for  his  resolute  determination  that  South 
America  shall  be  free,  and  that  every 
thing  tend.s  to  so  desirable  an  issue,  we 
find  in  the  views  he  has  given  us,  much 
to  gratify  the  lover  of  freedom  ; much 
to  remove  unfavgrahle  impressions  wldch 
former  accounts  had  made. 

If  the  recognition  of  the  independence 
of  I. a Plata  will  so  greatly  animate  the 
republican  disposiuons  of  that  people, 
they,  and  the  world,  already  know,  inat 
such  recognition  will  take  place,  when- 
ever, by  the  common  rules  of  prudence, 
by  a just  regard  to  the  hapidness  of  the 
people  who  have  placed  him  in  authori- 
ty, the  Executive  of  the  United  States 
can  feel  himself  justified  iiitlie  act.  The 
prclimmary  step  was  the  sending  of  those 
commissioners  to  Buenos  .\yres,  whose 
communications  will  shed  a light  on  the 
state  of  that  counu:y,  wldch  was  much 
wanted;  and  which  we  receive,  in  antici- 
pation, from  the  pen  of  one  whose  oppor- 
tunities areas  ample,  and  his  disposition 
in  the  cause  as  ardent,  as  that  of  any  of 
tire  commissioners.  Wc  hope  we  shall 
poiitinue  to  receive  infymiauoa  of  a like 
character  from  the  same  source. 

The  country  and  the  executive,  we 
have  always  been  convinced,  entertain 
on  this  subject  but  one  sentiment.  They 
feel  too  a uSibly  the  blessings  offrcc  gov- 
ernment, not  to  desire  to  sec  them  im- 
parted to  others;  but  they  dicris  i tho.n 
also  too  alfcctionalely  to  pul  them  at  ha- 
zpl,  by  embarking 'in  a cause,  tiie  me- 
rits of  which  they  arc  iivlistinctly  advised 
of.  Disinterested  information  was  ne- 
cessary to  a ciH'rect  decision.  It  was 
sought,  and  will  he  obtained.  Thus  in- 
formed, when  the  executive  acts,  it  will 
be  understandiiigly  ; and  the  government 
will  he  free  from  the  reproach  of  rasli 
conduct,  and  unadvised  counsels.  The 
agitation  of  this  question  during  the  late 
session  of  congress,  served  to  shew  that, 
among  the  rapi-escntativcs  of  the  peoples 
there  was  hut  a shade  of  difl'ercnce  in  o- 
p'lnioii between  them;  whicli  pcriiajis,  we 
should  not  have  known  without  that  dis 
cussion.

THE  lEMTlStl  ilOX.VItCIlY. 

The  Earl  of  Liverpool  lately  obierved 
in  the  House  of  Lords,  that  siire  the 
death  of  the  late  Princess  Uharlct,  the' 
question  which  every  man  put  b his 
iieiglihor  in  England,  was,  v.  hal  vks  to 
become  of  the  succession  to  the  thnne  ? 
It  was  a remarkable  fact,  that  tliou^i  his 
majesty  had  been  blessed  by  Provicriicc 
with  a numerous  progeny,  yet  of  hs  12 
children  now  living,  namely  7 sons  and 
3 d-aughters,  altir.nigh  the  youngcit  of 
the  sons  was  41  years  of  age,  and  lonc 
of  the  daughlers  under  40,  yet  then  was 
at  the  present  moment  no  li.  ing  desemd- 
antof  the  royal  family. 

Mr.  Canning,  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, urged  the  royal  allowance,  and  ob- 
served, “ That  no  man  could  doubt  that 
it  never  was  in  the  conicniplation  of  hi.s 
Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Cdarcnce 
to  coniractthe  alliance  under  discussion, 
if  it  had  not  hern  pressed  on  him  as  an 
act  of  public  duty.  His  Royal  High- 
ness’s utmost  wish  was  that  he  should  he 
allowed  such  means  as  would  prevent 
him  from  incurring  debt,  and  in  lliis  odi- 
ous way  becoming  a burden  to  his  coun- 
try. His  Royal  Highness  had  volunu- 
vily,  and  by  arrangements  of  his,  set  a- 
part  a portion  of  liis  present  income  to 
pay  the  interest  of  his  debts,  to  insure 
his  iiic  for  the  security  of  liis  crediwrs, 
and  gradually  to  liquidate  their  amount. 
Had  it  not  been  for  tliis  alliance,  there- 
fore, he  would  not  have  ret|uircd  ?.ry  aid 
from  Parliament ; and  into  this  al.iancc 
his  Royal  Highness  entered,  not  for  his 
Itrivate  desire  and  gratifcalioti,  but  be; 
cause  it  was  pressed  on  him  for  tie  pur- 
pose of  providing  for  the  succession  to 
the  throne  (a  laugh.)  If  there  was  any 
thing  ridiculous  in  this  propisition,  it 
was  the  state  of  the  law  which  rendered 
it  so  ; the  law  \)recludpd  the  liitjal  J'tnti- 
ily  from  contracting  marriagis  of  liking, 
aiul  into  which  those  scntimcnts’aiul  ex- 
citements entered,  which  existed  among 
pereons  who  grew  up  in  the  knowledge 
of  one  another.” 

The  allowance  was  refused  on  the 
ground,  tliat  the  enormous  sum  of  one 
million  of  money  was  appropriated  year- 
ly, to  the  mere  support  of  the  splendor 
of  the  throne;  vihich  trapping^  of  mon- 
archy, asjoitc  of  the  members  ohscived, 
were  sufficient  to  establish  a new  coiu- 
inomvcallh.

“ The  want  of  society  makes  this  jilace 
by  no  means  pleasant ; but  wc  may  look 
forward  to  a rapid  change,  as  the  Red 
River  country  is  daily  increasing  its  po- 
pulation. Emigrants  arc  settling  on  its 
hanks,  alxive  and  loclow  us  ; they  are  ge- 
nerally from  Tennessee,  Kcnuicky  and 
'Virg'Hiia.  It  certainly  is  a delightful 
countiy ; the  lands  fertile ; the  climate 
equal  to  that  of  Maryland.  I sincerely 
vyish  the  government  would  take  posses- 
sion of  ali  to  the  westward  of  this  post; 
in  lime  wc  shall  have  some  fighting  near 
us.  Three  Frenclimcn,  late  ofliceni  un- 
der Bonajiarte,  arrived  in  this  town  from 
Galvcslow”^  I sent  for  them,  and,  on 
examination,  they  stated,  that  gcnei'si 
Lallcniaiid  and  general  Grego,  with  62 
officers,  had  erected  r.  fort  in  tliatiicigli- 
hoi'liood  ; that  general  L.  had  ohs,-'rvcd, 
that  he  expected  a larger  force  : tliat  he 
iicld  out  the  idea  of  settling  a colony,  hut 
that  there  was  more  attention  paid  to 
military  discipline  tluv.i  clearing  lands. 
These  men,  it  appeal's,  fell  in  with  I.al- 
lomand  in  Philadelphia,  who  promised 
to  take  them  to  the  'I’ombighy  to  settle 
lands.  They  slate,  that  the  general  has 
usurped  such  strict  military  power,  that 
they  were  compelled  to  abandon  him. 
They  leave  this  today  for  Orleans.  La- 
fitte  (they  say)  has  from  eight  to  ten  ves- 
sels in  the  bay  of  Galvestown.  .This  is 
carrying  on  pirating  in  a bold  manner.”

Seme  two  or  three  years  ago,  the  king 
thought  of  changing  the  religion  of  his 
country,  and  communicated  his  wishes  on 
that  subject  to  his  friends  and  correspon- 
dents in  England — Clarkson,  ilher- 
force  and  Stevens.

myself  called  upon,  in  justice  to  tnat  per 
son,  and  to  my  own  character,  to  point  out 
the  objectionable  paragraphs.  The  first 
begins  .at  the  Slii  line  of  the  first  column 
of  ilic  535th  page,  and  ends  at  the  I2lli 
iiic  of  the  same  column  and  page.  Th 
second  is  contained  between  the  9tli  and 
13d  lines  of  the  second  column  of  the 
339th  page. 

In  objection  to  the  first,  I must  state, 
that  Bonaparte  never  conducted  himself 
•with  arrogance  whilst  he  was  on  board 
the  ship  I commmded.  He  knew  the 
world  tfv)  ivei],  and  he  was  aware  he  could 
not  have  adopted  a measure  more  likely 
to  def.at  any  wish  he’inigiit  have  entcr- 
laiiicd  of  being  considered  as  a crowned 
head ; hut.  in  fact,  he  never  attempted  to 
exact  such  respect,  anti  so  far  from  its 
being  sr.own  to  iiiiil,  he  had  not  even  the 
honors  due  to  a general  officer  paid  on  iiis 
coming  on  hoard  the  B dlcrop'ion  ; any 
honors  that  couid  he  construed  into  those 
due  to  the  former  rank  he  had  held,  did 
not  originate  with  me,  and  certainly  were 
not  demanded  by  him. 

Vi'here  the  oilier  paragraph  could  ori- 
ginate, I am  at  a loss  to  conceive,  as  1 can 
assert  most  solemnly,  tlratat  no  period  in 
my  presence,  (and  .as  1 was  the  only  per- 
son in  the  ship  ivlio  had  direct  coniimi 
iiicallon  with  him,  his  own  people  ex- 
cepted) did  he  ever  threaten  to  commit 
suicide.  It  is  true,  some  of  his  attend- 
ants hinted  tliat  he  M ould  be  guilty  of  that 
crime — whether  with  his  concurrence  or 
not,  1 cannot  pretend  to  say;  hut  when 
the  (lucslioii  M-as  put  to  them  !iy  me,  if 
he  l;:id  ever  said  lie  n-ould  put  himself  to 
death,  they  ackiiou-ledged  lie  had  not,  and 
the  expression  they  liad  construed  into 
that  threat  wa.s,  that  nc  was  dctermiiuid 
not  to  go  to  St.  Helena  ; and,  if  I may  he 
aliotvcd  to  judge  from  the  sentiments  he 
expressed  on  the  subject,  it  was  an  act 
he  never  had  in  contemplation. 

I trust,  under  these  circumstances, 
gentlemen,  you  will  take  steps  to  prevent 
the  above  statements  being  considered  as 
originating  with  me,  or  I shall  feel  my- 
self hound  to  contradict  them  in  a man 
ncr  equally  public  with  the  Edinburgh 
Jlegister.

KINGDO.M  OF  H.\YTI. 

I he  attempts  at  opening  a correspon- 
^dence  V.  ith  the  king  of  Ilayti,  have  at- 
tracted some  little  attention  toM’ards  that 
quarter,  and  sonic  enquiry  into  the  phy- 
sical and  political  comlition  of  a country, 
which  has,  Mithin  fivo  and  twenty  years, 
exjicricnced  such  extraordinary  vicissi- 
tudes. XVc  have  taken- some  trouble  to 
inform  ourselves  on  this  head,  by  conver- 
sations M'ith  those  who  had  personal 
knoM'ledgc  on  the  subject;  and,  presum- 
ing our  i iadcrs  geiieraily  may  feel  some 
disposition  to  acquire  like  information, 
wc  present,  in  a condensed  view,  wliat 
we  have  been  able  to  collect  of  the  pre- 
scnl  slate  ol  the  kingdom  of  Hayti,  as 
presenting  itself  to  strangers. 

On  c.asting  the  eye  over  tiic  map  of 
St.  Domingo,  it  will  he  jrei-ccived,  that 
the  Spaniards  arc  .still  in  possession  ofi 
two-thirds  of  tiie  island,  which  is  l epre- 
sented,  by  those  who  liai  c t^vvllcd  over’ 
ij,  as  compribing  the  best  soil,  heiug 
less  mounf.-.inou-j,  more  intersected  witlr 
streams  of  fresh  M'ater,  and  consequently 
more  susceptihlc  cf  general  cultivation, 
than  the  remaining  one-third,  which  is 
notv  divided,  and  forms  two  distinct  gov- 
ernmems,  under  the  title  and  denomina- 
tion of  the  kingdom  of  llayti  and  the  re- 
liublic  ol  Ilayti.  Chiustophe,  the  king 
of  llayti,  under  the  title  of  IIkxuy  the 
First,  of  M-hosc  government  m c now  speak, , 
resides  8 miles  from  Cape  Henry,  for-* 
mcriy  Cape  Francois,  at  the  palace  de 
Sans  Solid  ; here  he  has  as  mail  village 
cstahlislicd  ; and  here  he  holds  his  court, 
is  extremely  difficult  of  access,  and  shv 
of  foreigners.  The  village,  to  v.  hidi  his 
Palais  de  Sans  Souci  gi\*cs  the  name,  is 
immediately  under  the  gunsof  Fort  Hen- 
ry, qpnimonly  called  Fort  Fcri  i..r,  where 
are  three  hundred  cannon  mounted,  with 
barracks  for  twenty  thousand  i^ien,  anil 
seven  years  provision  for  that  nuinirer  al- 
ways on  hand.  All  this  may  or  may  not 
he  true.  But  little  of  ii,  perhaps,  ought 
to  he  believed  ; and  one  fact  is  certain, 
that  no  white  man  has  ever  been  ]>cniilt- 
ted  to  visit  I, IS  fortress,  save  only  the  en- 
gineer, a German,  'vho  superintended  the 
building  of  it.  and  -.vliosc  reward  is  to  live 
and  (de  there.  Fort  Ileiiry  has,  never- 
thclecs,  a very  hold  appearance  from  the 
hai'oor,  situated  on  a high  and  distant! 
mountain,  and  s-eenung,  at  that  distance,* 
to  bid  del.  lire  to  the  world.  | 

As  to  Cano  Henry,  it  presents  to  the 
spectator  one  heap  of  i-mns;  every  third 
houLC  m-.y  he  occupied.’  luit  not 'more.! 
i he  church  ndueh.duiiiig  tiie  time  of  the! 
I rcnch,  tvas  the  most  splendid  in  the 
W’tst  Indies,  presents  !-t  view  nothin'- 
hut  naked  and  uiicoC*!-.  c d tvalls,  cxccin 
that  part  ol  the  altar  which  has  been  co- 
vered in.  Oil  each  side  of  the  altar  is  a 


-Mr.  Saunders  rciiiaincd  a great  favorite 
ill  bis  new  situation  ; hut  his  majesty, 
fiiiiliiig  tliat  his  talents  had  been  over- 
rated, dismissed  him,  and  Saunders  has 
returned  to  his  native  home,  (Coiinecti 
c lit.) 

But,  to  return  to  the  Cape.  The  po- 
pulation it  is  impossible  to  ascertain,  no 
census  having  been  taken  since  the  es- 
tahlisliment  ol  the  present  government. 
The  citizens  are  respectful  and  aUciitive 
to  strangers  ; but  remain  mostly  in  tlicir 
houses,  inactive,  and  apparently  insou- 
ciant. There  is  little  or  no  stir  inchm- 
merce,  the  king  being  the  great  mono- 
polizer of  the  whole.  He  is  in  faet  the' 
great  proprietor  of  all:  he  ckaims every' 
.thing;  soil,  territory,  and- their  produc-| 
tions  ; man  and  beast,  their  faith  and  ser- 
vice, all  are  his.  ! 

Christophe  certainly  deserves  much! 
credit  for  the  perfection  to  M-iiich  he  has; 
brought  hi.v  monariiliy  ; and  it  was  no  lit- 
tle disappointment  to  ourinfonuaiit,  who 
never  had  seen  a crowned  head,  to  come 
a)j-ay  without  seeing  his  majesty.  He 
had,  liowevcr,  the  honor  of  seeing  some 
of  his  ministers,  decorated  with  various 
marks  of  royal  favor,  particularly  the  or- 
der of  St.  Henry,  and  he  assures  us  they 
seemed  to  feel  as  easy  and  looked  as  tvell, 
and  as  becoming,  under  these  trappings 
of  royalty,  as  any  of  the  foreign  ministers, 
whom  he  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing 
in  this  place,  in  fujl  costume,  on  a public 
day. 

There  is  at  the  Cape  a Lancasterian 
School,  containing  oiie  hundred  and  se- 
venty-five scholars,  admirably  well  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Gullivar,  from  England. 
There  is  likewise  a lii.giier  school,  con- 
ducted by  the  Rev.  .XIr.  Morton,  from 
England.  In  this  school,  French  and 
English  grammar  arc  taught ; and  the 
Greek,  Italian,  as  tvell  as  the  higher 
hranclics  of  niatlicmaiics,  are  likewise! 
intended  to  be  taught  there,  if  it  shouldj 
he  found,  upon  an  cxperinient,  that  tlici 
mind  of  the  H.aytian  is  susceiuihle  ot  so' 
high  a polish.  Tiiere  is  no  school  foi-| 
females.  The  hospital  for  disabled  sol-| 
diers  is  an  extensive  building,  and  super- 
intended by  Dr.  Steward,  from  England,! 
M'ho  is  tiie  iiosiiital  surgeon.  | 

The  king  excuses  the  desolate  ap- 
pearance of  the  Cape,  by  saying,  that,  un- 
til he  is  acknowledged  by  France,  he  is 
li-ahlc  to  an  attack  from  them,  and  that 
he  could  not  prevent  the  capture  of  the 
Cape,  and  therefore  he  keeps  his  pro-, 
perty  and  his  mdney  in  the  interior. — He, 
is  said  to  be  very  ritii.  .\mong  the  num- 
ber of  anecdotes  told  a^  the  Cape,  re- 
specting his  majesty,  is  the  following : 

! Icaring  that  a colonel  in  a regiment  sia-l 
tioned  at  the  Cape  M as  endeavoring  to! 
excite  a revolt,  he  came  in  from  his  pa-, 
lace  in  a great  rage,  dismounted,  went, 
up  to  the  regiment,  (M’hicli  had  been  pur-! 
poscly  ordered  on  parade,)  S’jizcd  his  co- 
lonel, and  witli  a big  club  almost  killed- 
him,  and  dismissed  the  regiment.  lie- 
then  mounted  his  horse,  Mhich  he  had 
kately  received  from  tne  Unitied  States: 
the  horse  M-as  a little  unruly,  springing  j 
from  one  side  of  the  street  to  the  other  ; 
at  wliich  his  majesty  grew  so  enraged, 
that  he  got  down,  and  with  his  sword  dc-' 
iiberately  cut  olT  all  four  of  the  hoofs  of 
tliis  famous  charger  ; and  then  prohibit-i 
cd,  under  pain  of  death,  that  any  one 
should  put  iiim  o;;l  of  mis.  ry.  Thisan-, 
cedote  may  be  exaggerated  by  reverbe-, 
ration,  but  is  not  M-iinout  foundation.  | 

It  is  proper  to  ohsovve,  that  strangers 
are  never  permitted  to  go  to  court,  unless 
particularly  invited,  nor  any  M'herc  in  the' 
country,  except  to  a counu-y  seat  called: 
le  llors  du  Cap,  five  mil-es  from  tlie  Cape,! 
M-liich  is  graciously  appropriated  for  the 
use  of  strangers,  who  usually  flock  thci'c! 
oil  Sundays,  hut  can  neither  diverge  to.j 
the  riglit,  nor  to  the  left,  nor  go  beyond! 
it,  without  incurring  the  serious  displca-' 
sure  of  the  king,  and  being  stopped  by* 
the  guard. 

'I'licso  arc  the  most  prominent  parti- 
culars M-e  have  been  able  to  gather  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Hayti, and  its  principal  town. 
At  another  time,  m-c  shall  furnish  our 
readers  such  information  respecting  the 
re/iuhlic  of  llayti,  more  circumstantial 
and  s-alisfaclory  than  ws  have  now  given 
touching  the  kingdjtn  of  Ilayti. 

DISTRESSING  ACCIDENT. 

FIIOAI  THE  ansTON  DAILY  ADVCRTISr.il. 

Ariivcd,  the  brig  l’o.aclier,  Malcolm, 
65  days  from  Liverpool,  and  34  from 

I-’ayal,  with  crockery' and  glassM'are. 

.\pril  28lh,  fell  in  witli  the  ship  Solon, 
Stoddard, -from  London  for  NeM--York, 
with  I'.cmp,  dry  goods,  copper,  Kc.  which 
had  been  struck  with  ligntiiiiig  the  even- 
ing previous,  and  set  on  fire  in  lat.  4o, 
1 long.  27,  then  twenty  days  out.  Took 
off  the  p.'isstiigcrs,  27  in  number,  and 
crew,  amounting  in  ali  to  33,  and  shortly 
after  the  fire  hurst  througli  the  deck,  anil 
M'C  saw  the  masts  go  over  the  si.le,  The 


loilOM  Ing  ttccci.iii  (if  tiic  tiisasier,  fu-.-r.Ah 
cd'hy  a passenger,  and  politely  handed 
us  from  the  Excliange  Ctffce  House, 
agrees  tvith  the  minutes  made  on  the  log 
hook  as  recorded  by  Mr.  Topliff,  with 
M'liich  we  have  also  been  favored: — “Oti 
the  27th  of  April,  at  nine  o’clock  P.  M. 
a body  of  lightning  struck  the  ship,  at- 
tended by  a singular  explosion,  disorder- 
ing every  thing  in  its  passage  down  the 
mainmast.  The  captain,  witli  many 
others  on  the  upper  deck,  were  at  once 
knocked  doM-n  ; on  the  middle  deck,  the 
same  cfl’ect  was  prod'jced — yet  in  cithci- 
casc  no  lives  were  lost.  Immediately 
columrs  of  smoke  rose  from  the  hold 
through  every  aperture  ; and  such  was 
ihc  strength  of  the  devouring  matter,  that 
it  must,  at  the  same  instant,  have  set  fire 
to  every  part  of  the  cargo  which  was  lia- 
ble to  take  fire  from  it.  In  t!.is  emer- 
gency, the  thickness  of  the  smoke  be- 
came such  as  to  prevent  any  further  res-  . 
piration.  All  rushed  on  deck  in  confu- 
sion— the  lightning  still  bursting  foj-tiij 
so  that  the  whole  sea  appeared  like  u 
urnace. 

“ Here  was  one  of  the  most  distressing 
scenes  that  ever  M as  witnessed — the  most 
part  of  t!ie  people  half  naked,  and  it  being 
impracticable  to  i-elurn  for  their  clothes, 
ami  with  no  moro  of  the  neccss.iries  of 
life  than  M’oiild  be  required  for  about  two 
days’  subsistence.  Ali  that  now  remained 
to  our  hopes,  was  to  keep  the  fire  under 
by  choking  up  every  aperture  where  the 
smoke  had  issued — and  should  this  he  ef- 
fected, we  were  fearful  a few  hours  might 
close  the  scene.  The  boats  could  not 
take  two-thirds  our  number,  and  the  tre- 
mendous sea  also  forbid  the  trial ; the 
hope  of  falling  in  with  a vessel  was  pre- 
carious, yet  the  hand  of  a gracious  Provi- 
dence was  over  our  heads.  In  this  state 
we  continued  till  next  day  about  eleven 
o’clock,  when  the  brig  Poacher,  captain 
Malcolm,  appeared  in  sight,  and  ulti- 
mately saved  our  lives 
“ The  last  boat  had  scarce  reached  the 
brig,  when  the  Solon’s  mizen  mast  fell-' 
by  the  hoard,  and  the  inaumiast  fohawed 
in  about  half  an  hour  after.  ;\ii..i.s  limo 
the  fiames  had  hurst  out  in  every  direc- 
tion, so  that  Providence  had  sent  this  ves- 
sel to  our  aid  in  a most  critical  moment. 
So  great  a number  of  persons  being  ad- 
ded to  those  already  on  hoard  the  Poach- 
er, she  having  before  seven  passengers, 
it  became  necessary  to  make  for  the 
Western  Islands  for  water  and  provi- 
sions. We  arrived  at  Fayal  on  the  1st  of 
May,  Where  every  attention  was  paid  to 
our  wants  by  Mr.  Dabney,  the  American 
Consul,  and  other  persons,  particularly 
Messrs;  Scarle,  Parker,  Bayley  and  Cor- 
rea.” 

Three  of  the  Solon’s  passengers  here  . 
went  on  board  the  ship  Norfolk,  for  Lon- 
don ; seven  of  the  passengers  and  crew- 
on  hoard  -tlie  schooner  Prudence,  Leg- 
gett, for  Halifax,  and  the  remainder  have 
arrived  at  this  port  in  the  Poacher.  The 
persons  who  have  arrived  here  express 
lIic  wannest  gratitude  for  the  attention 
of  captain  Malcolm,  and  of  the  officers, 
passengers  and  crew  of  the  Poacher.  • 

L.Y.TE^T  from  ENGLAND. 

I Ileceivednt  .Veti'-Vork,  by  the  brig  /}>•«', er.] 

A Livcrpoi/1  p.aper  of  tlie  9tli  of  M.iv.  re.

'Vheit 
the  speeches  were  finished,  a nuinher  of  res-s- 
lutions  M-ere  adopted  on  the  subject  of  Parlia- 
mentary Ueform  ; and  at  5 o’clock  the  assem- 
blage, consisting  of  some  two  or  three  tliou- 
saiid,  retired  without  riot. 

The  duke  of  Wellington  left  Paris,  for  Lon- 
don, on^tlie  1st  of  May.  It  is  s-aid,  independ- 
ently ot  the  deduction  his  grace  M'as  in  lueexi 
to  make  in  the  reclamations  of  the  respective 
liOM-ers.  he  consented  to  annul  tliat  a-ticic  of 
ihc  treaty  of  1815,  by  which  it  M-as  stipulated 
that  the  intcro.st  should  date  from  th.;  2.Jd  of 
M.arch  of  that  year.

FROM  GIBRALTAR. 

New  Yokk,  June  17. 

The  ship  Belle,  Leslie,  which  sirrivedatthis 
port  last  evening,  sailed  from  Gibraltar  on  the 
10th  -May. 

By  this  arrival  we  have  the  important  intel- 
ligence that  Mr.  Meadr  -was  fon.uiUy  released 
from  imprisonment  earlr  in  .Uaii,  in  compliance 
with  the  imperative  demand  of  our  govern- 
ment; the  Spanish  government  having  chqsen 
to  do  justice,  rather  than  risk  the  alternative 
threatened.  We  rcgi-ct  our  inability  to  lay  be- 
fore our  readers  llie  interesting  document 
which  restored  .Mr.  Meade  to  his  liberty,  but 
hope  to  be  enaWed  to  procure  a copy  for  pub- 
lication  to  morrow 

The  U S.  line  of  battle  ship  Washington, 
Commodore  Chauncey,  arrived  at  Gibraltar  on 
the  rth  .M;iy,  in  15  fi-om  Mahon,  and  would 
s.ad  for  N.  York  in  about  ten  d;iys  after  the 
Belle.  She  left  the  residue  of  the  American 
squadron  all  well,  and  the  crews  in  a perfectly 
healthy  state.  They  h.ad  recently  appeared 
before  Algiers  and  Tunis,  and  as  usual  excited 
great  respect  at  those  places.  The  whole 
squadron  was  expected  at  GlbralUir  about  the 
20th  May.

Major  Geueral  Autlrew  Jackson  has  fouind  it 
necessary  to  take  posscssio/i  of  Pensacola.  I le 
has  not  been  prompted  t«  this  mea,surc  from  a 
wish  to  extend  the  territorial  limits  of  the  G. 
States,  or  from  any  unfriendly  feeling  on  the 
p.vrt  of  the  American  republic  to  the  Spanish 
p)vernment.  The  Seminole  Indians,  inhabit- 
ing the  territories  of  Spain,  have  for  more  than 
two  years  past,  visited  our  frontier  settlers  with 
all  the  horrors  of  savage  m.assacre — helpless 
women  h.ave  been  butchered,  and  the  cradle 
Stained  with  the  blood  of  innocen.ee.  These 
atrocities,  it  was  e.vpccted,  would  have  early 
attracted  the  attention  of  Spanish  govern- 
ment, and  faithfid  to  e.xisting  trcatic.s,  speedy 
measures  adopted  for  llieir  suppression. 

The  obligation  to  restivsin  them  was  acknow- 
ledged ; hot  weakne.ss  was  alleged  with  a con- 
cession, that  so  far  from  being  ;ible  to  control, 
tile  Spanish  authorities  were  often  compelled, 
from  policy  or  necessity,  to  issue  munitions  of 
war  to  these  savages,  thus  enabling,  if  not  ex- 
citing them  to  raise  the  tojnahaw  k against  us, 
The  immutable  laws  of  self  defence  therefore 
compelled  the  .\merie:ui  government  to  take 
possession  of  those  parts  of  the  Florithis,  in 
wh;ch  the  Spanish  .authority  could  not  he  main- 
tai3ied.  Pens,acola  was  foiind  in  this  situation, 
and  mil  be  held  tmtil  Spain  can  furnish  mili- 
tary strength  sufficient  to  enforce  existing  tre;t- 
tics.  Spanish  subjects  will  be  respected ; Span- 
ish laws  will  govern  m all  cicses  alTccting  pro- 
per'y  and  person ; a free  toleration  to  ail  reli- 
gions gumnteed,  and  trade  alike  free  to  all 
nations. 

Toloncl  King  w ill  assume  the  command  of 
Pensacola  a.s  military  and  civil  governor. 

Tlic  Spanish  laws,  so  far  as  they  affect  per- 
sonal rights  and  property,  will  be  enforced. 
Colonel  King  w ill  take  possession  of  the  ar- 
chives of  the  province,  and  appoint  some  con- 
fidential individual  to  preserve  them.  It  is  all 
imijortant  that  the  records  of  titles  and  pro- 
perty should  be  carefully  secured.  He  will 
cause  ati  enquiry  to  be  made  into  all  the  land- 
ed property  belonging  to  the  king  of  Sp:iin, 
and  have  possessron  taken  of  it.  The  claims 
of  property  witliiu  the  range  of  gun  shot  of 
Fort  Carlos  de  Barancas,  will  be  sersipidously 
examined  into,  and  should  they  prove  valitl,  a 
rent  allowed,  but  posses,sion  in  no  wise  given. 
This  property  is  ncceasarv  to  the  G.  States,  and 
tinder  its  laws  may  be  liad,  an  equivalent  being 
p.tid. 

The  revenue  laws  of  the  Gnited  St.ates  will 
be  established,  and  captain  Gadsden  is  appoint- 
ed to  act  as  collector,  w ith  full  powers  to  no- 
minate such  sub-officers  as  in  his  opinion  will 
be  neces.sary  to  the  fiiitliful  discharge  of  the 
trust  imposed  on  him.  He  will  apply  to  the 
governor  of  Fetmcola  for  military  aid,  in  all 
cases  where  it  may  be  nccesstir^'  to  correct  at- 
tempts at  illicit  ti’ade.

According  to  usage,  the  anniversary  of  A- 
mericaii  Independence  will  tomorrow  be  ce- 
lebrated in  tltis  place  and  its  vicinity.  AVe  un- 
derstand th.at  Mr.  SiiANxov  jmd  Capt.  Butleh 
are  to  deliver  oiaitioiis;  the  former  at  Maxwell’s 
Spring;  the  latter  .at  nine  o’clock  at  the  court 
house.  Parties  will  be  held  at  .Maxwell’s 
Spring,  Dunlap’s,  Russell’s  and  Cliilesbui-g. 

The  President  of  the  United  States 
has  returned  to  Washington  from  his 
Chesapeake  tour.  Intelligence  of  the 
capture  of  Pensacola,  has  appeared  in 
the  National  Intelligencer,  but  no  re- 
mark on  it.  Baptis  Irvine,  formerly 
Lditor  of  the  Baltimore  W liig,  and  late 
Editor  of  the  New  York  Columbian,  has' 
sailed  in  the  Hornet  sloop  of  war,  as  a- 
gent  of  the  United  States  to  the  republic 
of  \ euezuela.  Capt.  Wright,  arrested  by 
vien.  Jackson  for  the  massacre  a.t  Che- 
haw  village,  has  Iieen  released  by  a writ 
of  habeas  corpus,  but  w as  again  arrested 
by  the  Ctoycrnor  ol  Georgia,  and  is  now 
awaiting  his  trial.  I’hc  tei'nis  of  capiiii- 
lation  at  Pens.,icoIa,  were,  the  surrender 
to  Jackson  of  the  Baranc-is  and  Pensacola; 
the  transportation  of  the  Spanish  gover-; 
nor,  his  civil  and  military  pUlcers,  and 
his  men  to  Ilavaniia,  at  our  expense  ; se- 
curity to  their  persons  and  property; 
respect  to  the  property  of  all  Spanish 
subjcct.s,  and  all  valid  sales  oflands  guai- 
antced  by  the  .'Vm'erican  govcrmneni ; 
free  toleration  to  all  religions ; permis- 
sion to  the  .\labama  Indian  Chief  Opay- 
hola,  to  go  to  Havanna,  Spain  guarantee- 
ing that  he  shall  never  return;  the  pro- 
vince to  be  returned  to  Spain  in  its  pre- 
sent  state  on  certain  conditions  mention- 
ed  in  a letter  of  Jackson,  not  published. 

c copy  from  the  National  Intelli- 
gencer an  article,  which,  while  it  seems 
to  be  preparing  tlic  pubiit;  mind  for  the 
recognition,  by  the  executive,  of  South 
American  independence,  contains  one  or 
two  silly  remarks.  The  world  does  tior 
already  know  that  the  President  will 
make  the  recognition  when  it  should  be 
made,  It  ought  to  have  been  made  long 
ago ; and  therefore  it  wo’.ild  appear  to 
be  uncertain  whether  it  will  he  done  for 
a long  time.  Nor  is  it  a fact  that  the 
executive  has  felt  but  one  and  the  same 
seniimcnt  with  the  people  on  the  sub- 
ject. If  such  had  been  the  case,  the  po- 
licy of  IlEN-nv  Ci..\v  would  have  been  a- 
iloptcd,  that  ijcing  in  accordance  with 
the  public  sentiment.  Mr.  Gales  speaks 
,of  “ the  hazard  of  cinharkiiig  hi  a cause, 
of  the  merits  of  which  tiK  government 
are  indistinctly  advised.”  T/iis  is  a ca- 
Itnnny  upon  the  patriots,  and  the  cans., 
of  freedom  ! Can  the  merits  of  that  eause 
be  doubtful  or  indistinct,  whicli  has  for 
its  object  the  emancipation  of  miliions  of 
human  beings  ? Yet  we  cannot  but  cher- 
ish the  hope,  that  the  President  will  ere- 
long be  induced,  by  the  voice  of  the  peo- 
ple, to  acknowledge  the  patriots. 

In  allusion  to  the  remark  of  the  Bos- 
ton Patriot,  that  Mr.  Clay  syas  fretting 
up  a party  to  stipplant  Mr.  ^io^•uoE 
and  Mr.  .\n.\MS  in  the  administration, 
the  New  York  Columbian  very  justly 
observes,  that  the  Patriot  is  acting  the 
part  of  the  very  w'orst  enemy  of  Mr. 
.\dams;  and  reprobates  the  c.-itreme  fol- 
ly of  depreciating  tlic  other  members  of 
the  cabinet,  and  of  abusing  Mr.  Clay,  in 
order  to  promote  l\Ir.  Adams’s  future 
elevation.  We  perfectly  concur  with 
the  Columbian,  that  it  is  higlily  impro- 
per to  be  thus  early  drawing  the  public 
ttention  from  more  important  subjects, 
frotii  the  great  interests  of  the  country, 
to  a fiuurp  prcsidcmial  election.  ' 

Why  docs  the  Boston  Patriot,  instead 
of  combating,  by  fair  argument,  tliose 
public  measures  supported  by  Mr.  Cl.vy, 
and  from  which  it  pretends  to  deduce 
the  evidence  of  an  opposition  on  his  part 
to'thc  administration,  put  itself  upon  the 
rack  to  find  bad  moUves  for  his  conduct: 
Prove  those  measures  to  b.c  bad,  and  the 
intercnce  of  bad  motives  would  not  be 
absolutely  without  foundation,  althougl-., 
even  then,  candor  would  allow  that  he 
might  be  mistaken  in  his  judgment.  It 
is  assumed  by  the  Patriot,  upon  the  tes- 
timony of  certain  federal  prints  publish- 
ed in  Kentucky,  tliat  Mr.  Clay  pledged 
himself  in  1816,  to  the  support  of  Sir. 
Monro, c’s  administration.  Wc  would 
ask,  when  before  did  a paper,  alTeciing 
to  he  republican,  bortom  its  charges  a- 
gainst  a republican,  upoti  the  sole  au- 
thority of  federal  editors  ? Let  it  be  .ad- 
mitted that  Mr.  Clay  tfid,  in  1316,  assert 
his  intention  to  siippcrt  Mr.  Monroe’s 
•.ulrAinistration  ; we  are  to  consider  the- 
iiaturc  of  such  a pledge,  as  well  as  how 
far  it  has  been  fulfilled.  Tlic  republi- 
can party,  th:it  came  into  power  with 
Mr.  Jefferson,  came  in  with  principles 
favoral/ic  to  liberty  and  opposed  to  cor- 
ruption, aristocralical  pomp  and  extra- 
v.agance.  Mr.  Madison  followed,  cho- 
sen by  the  same  party.  -Vs  l.is  succes- 
sor, r,Ir.  Monroe  is  about  to  be  selected 
by  the  same  party.  In  Mr.  Clay’s  can- 
r'ass  for  the  House  of  Rcpresculatiics, 
iiis  election  being  ccnjcs'.rd  by  an  ccly 
antagoni.'t,  who,  aith.ough  weil  known  by 
many  to  be  a fe'de'.glist,  s mght  to  im- 
pest himself  upon  il.c  gre.U  body  of  the 
district  as  a republican,  he  is  said  tc 
VC  ashed  tl.at  antagonist,  ‘‘  Wliai 
c.ouise  do  you  mean  to  pursue  if  elect- 
'd ? You  say  you  are  a republican  ; will 
ycu  support  the  suliuini.siruticn  of  Mr. 
'.lomoe  : ’ And,  it  is  alleged,  that  ,Mr 
Flay  declared  his  juirpaw  to  suppor 
list  .atlminiitr.aiiun.  But  oi'.s  interpret 
uion  can  be  given  to  such  a pledge.  It 
icccssarily  implied  the  condition,  that 
Mr.  r.Ionroc,  ahmil  to  be  brough.t  in  b' 
ue  republicans,  should  adhere  to  thes. 
;reat  principles  which  had  constantly 
characteryted  ’tlie  nartjv  It  cannot  he 


pcfvevlad  to  mean,  that  Mr.  CLy.vas  to 
follow  him  wherever  he  went ; tirat  -if 
Mr.  Monroe  turned  federalist,  Mr.  Clay 
was  to  turn  federalist  also ; t'nat  if  lie  a- 
bandened  tljc  principles  of  the  republi- 
cans, Mr.  Clay  was  to  abandon  them  ; — 
much  less  could  such  a pledge  mean 
that  on  two  topics,  those  of  the  Patriots 
and  of  Internal  improvemen's,  in  regard 
to  which  Mr.  Clay  liad  previously  com- 
mitted himself  in  tlie  face  of  the  nation, 
he  waste  become  inconsisteiil  with  him- 
self, and  to  conform  his  opinions  to  tliosc 
of  Mr.  Monroe.  As  respects  one,  of 
them,  he  had  refused  to  yield  his  own 
judgment  to  that  even  of  Mr.  iMcnroc's 
illustrious  predecessor. 

In  conformity  to  the  practice  of  the 
Boston  Patriot,  by  which,  instead  of  in- 
vestigating the  political  acts  of  Mr.  Clay, 
motives  are  assigned  for  his  conduct, 
wholly  unworthy  of  him,  that  paper  al- 
leges<that  the  motive  of  what  it  chooses 
to  denominate  his  opposition  to  the  ad- 
ministration, is  that  he  was  disappointed 
in  not  having  received  the  Department 
of  State.  What  is  the  evidence  of  an 
imputation  so  serious?  Wc  believe  it  to 
he  destitute  of  even  the  slightest  fo'inda- 
tion.  It  is  kn6'.vn  tliat  Mr.  C,ay  declin- 
ed accepting -a  place  in  the  cabinet,  when 
nlfered  by  Mr.  Matlison;  and  wc  have 
hoard  that  Mr.  Monroe  could  contra- 
dict the  assertion  that  lie  desired  the  De- 
partment of  State,  or  any  other  place  in 
his  cabinet.  Wc  have  also  heard  that 
Mr.  Clay  himself,  during  the  debate  on 
Internal  Improveniciils,  contradicted 
such  an  assertion,  which  however  was 
not  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  As 
wc  arc  induced  to  believe  that  what  he 
said  on  that  occasion  has  been  most 
grossly  misrepresented,  we  hope  to  see 
in  the  National  Inteiligcnccr  a true  re- 
port of  what  really  occurred.

pers, announcing  the  resignation,  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health,  of  his  seat  in  con- 
gress. .As  a man  of  solid  talents,  great :

Dons  of  out*  government,  and  the  hope  cfjj  Frazer  Robert 
,xtrlcat;ng  the  Spanish  cabinet  from  thei'Fishcll  Michael" 
perplexing  difticulties  ill  which  they  Imd  Abs.dom 
involved  lliemselves  with  the  United 
States,  and  of  preventing  ns  from  mak- 
ing war  upon  Spain ; these  were  the 
powerful  tiiduceinciits  to  Ferdinand  to 
restore  Mr.  Meade  to  his  liberty.  While 
these  degrading  acknowledgments  cx- 
po6C  the  imbecility  of  the  Spaiiisli  coun- 
cils, they  show  the  clficacy  of  an  ener- 
getic declaration  of  the  sentirnems  and 
feelings  of  the  .American  people,  in  iv'o- 
ducnig  a sense  of  justice  towards  us  on 
the  part  of  foreign  powers.
